HIS year opera houses everywhere are celebrating the 
Centenary of the birth of GIACOMO PUCCINI with gala 
performances and new productions of the Maestro’s operas. 

Dublin, as a capital city, and the Dublin Grand Opera Society 
could not, then, fail to pay their share of tribute to one of the 
greatest and the most beloved opera composers of all time. 


The best and most fitting commemoration would have been 
the festive mounting during the winter season of some of the 
Puccini works which have remained unknown or neglected here 
—the “ TRITTICO,” or “LA RONDINE” or perhaps ‘“ LA 
FANCIULLA DEL WEST.” Financial reasons, however, 
prevented the realisation of the hopes there had been for some- 
thing of the sort this Season. Nevertheless, the Society can claim 
that within the past twelve months and with the Centenary in 
mind it has presented “ TURANDOT ” for the first time in 
Ireland and revived “ MANON LESCAUT ” after long neglect. 
Also, thanks to financial assistance from the Arts Council the 
winter festival programme includes three more of Puccini’s 
works, “LA BOHEME,” “TOSCA” and “MADAME 
BUTTERFLY.” The irresistible human appeal of these remains 
as warm and fresh as ever. 


This afternoon’s Concert is an added act of homage to the 
memory of the Maestro. It has been made possible through the 
generous collaboration of the Italian opera singers now in Dublin 
and of their Artistic Director, Commendatore Paolo Silveri. For 
this our thanks are due, coupled with the hope that Signor 
Silveri’s association with the Society will continue in Italian 
Seasons of the future. 


The occasion will recall, too, another name that is forever 
linked in Irish minds with Puccini and the Italian people and 
their music—that of the lamented Margaret Sheridan, the Irish 
prima donna, the “ Butterfly Insuperabile,” one of the greatest 
interpreters of other Puccini heroines and also a great Patron 
of this Society.
